SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

Claim 39 recites a method for utilizing a title signal contained in a computer readable set 
of instructions through a comparison of the title signal to a player signal stored in, or available 
from, a personal computing device [see, e.g., U.S. Patent No. 5,862,260 at Col. 27, lines 26-52; 
Col. 94, lines 28-38; and Col. 41, lines 54 - Col. 42, line 27]. The method includes: providing 
the computer readable set of instructions having the title signal, in which the computer readable 
set of instructions represents an application program executable by the personal computing 
device [see, e.g., U.S. Patent No. 5,862,260 at Col. 41, lines 54-Col. 42, line 27; Col. 27, lines 
25-52; Col. 92, lines 4 - 20, Col. 94, lines 28-47]; detecting the title signal in the computer 
readable set of instructions, in which the personal computing device comprises a software 
operating system for launching the application program, and wherein the act of detecting is 
performed by the software operating system operating on a multi-purpose electronic processor 
[see, e.g., U.S. Patent No. 5,862,260 at Col. 41, lines 54 - Col. 42, line 27, and Col. 94, lines 28- 
38; see also Col. 15, lines 45-54]; comparing the title signal to the player signal; and performing 
an action based upon the comparison [see, e.g., U.S. Patent No. 5,862,260 at Col. 94, lines 28-38, 
Col. 27, lines 26-52, and Col. 41, lines 54-Col. 42, line 27]. The 5,862,260 patent is 
incorporated by reference into the present application. See the subject specification at page 1, 
line 2 and page 7, lines 20-22. 
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CONCLUSION AND REQUEST FOR REVERSAL 

Appellants respectfully request the Board to reverse the final rejection of the pending 

claims.
